ment of the prosecution; 


"That it is represented to the Board 


and it Is satisfied that the District At- 
torney does not realize the magnitude 
of the undertaking before him, nor of 
the responsibilities that have 
boon 


thrust upon his office, and that he In- 
tends to assume the conduct and min- 
agement of the case, and unless steps 
are taken to prevent It, the public serv- 
ice will surfer great detriment there- 
by; 


"That the District Attorney has re- 


fused and continues to refuse the aid 
of able and efficient counsel, which the 
relatives of the murdered family have 
tendered him, and such aid as the pub- 
lic generally have demanded that he 
accept. 


"The Board, therefore, knowing of no 


other course open to it, as representa- 
tive of the public, to prevent a prob- 
able miscarriage of justice, urgently 
and respectfully requires the Attorney- 
General to grunt its request."

Japanese Hammering the 


Russian Ships in 


Harbor. 


TOKIO, December 6, C p. m.—The 


following report has been 
received 


from the headquarters of the Japanese 
army-before Port Arthur; 


"On December 3 our naval grins (on 


203 Meter hill) bombarded the ene-tny's 
ships. 


"The .bnttlEshlp Pobieda w.".s struck 


six times. On a vessel of the type of 
the battleship Retvizaa and on eight 
other ships 10 of our shells took effect. 


"On Monday, December 5, following 


the same plan, 
we hit 
the Pobeida 


seven times, the battleship Poltava 11 
times and the Retvizan 11 times. 


."At about 3 o'clock on the afternoon 


of the same day one of pur shells 
struck a magazine south of Pai Tu 
•mountain. This caused a heavy explo- 
sion and a conflagration 
followed 


which was not extinguished for two 
hours, 


"On the same day our heavy guns 


were directed against ihe 
enemy's 


ships. 
The battleship Peresvk-'t was 


struck twice. Two more she^s were 
loflfred on other ships. 


"A vessel of the type of. the battle- 


ship Poltava was observed to be on 
fire and for one hour sent out great 
volumes of smoke.

"Two 36-milimeter quick-firing guns 


were captured on Sunday, Decei.-iber 4, 
on the half moon counterscarp of Rih- 
lung- mountain."

Such ronsense is not only absurd—it is 


To Prevent Railroad Accident 


With his usual force and emp'iasis. the President, in his message 


to Congress, calls attention to th 
necessity for legislation that will 


compel the railroads to take greater precautions for the"personal safe- 
ty of their patrons and employees. In this connection, he recommends 
legislation in, the interest of pubh>- safety, limiting the hours of labor 
for railroad employes. An overworked man cannot be as vigilant and 
careful as one not overworked, a,nd too long hours of service cause not 
only weariness of body, but torpidity of faculties. The President rec- 
ommends a more rigid a,nd extended inspection service to enforce strict 
compliance with the provi- ions of the Safety-Appliance law, also the 
passage of the proposed a< t making the adoption of the block signal 
system compulsory. 
His lecommrndations will meet with the hearty 


approval of both the traveling pu >'.ic and the raihva> employes, and 
are besides in the interests of hun anity and public policy. Last year 
more people were killed and injuied on American railways than the 
total casualties of both armies in the great battle of Liaoyang, This is 
both shocking to the moral sense s'ld a shame to the country; besides, 
the frequency of railroad accident; keeps the courts encumbered with 
damage suits \\hich delay other fo ms of litigation and create political 
embarrassments, since the judician is elective in nearly all the States.

"Upon Miss Ware, who came out of 


the present trial unscathed because the 
government did not prove lier complic- 
ity in th-> a'.lfged acts of conspiracy it 
is undernood the government will cen- 
ter its i.ttack. 
In this case are in- 


volved a number of signatures which 
are alleged to have been forged but in 
this casi- instead of its being merely 
Ihe nam»s of dummies it. is stated the 
governm-,nt will show that Miss Ware. 
wh.Ho ncUng as United States Corr.rr.is- 
;sioner used the name of R. W. Mon- 
tague, former deputy county clerk of 
Linn coi.nty and admitted to proof al- 
leged fictitious and bogus somesteaders. 
The government will endevaor to show 
that as i result or her alleged unlaw- 
ful acts the proof of settlement and 
necepsarv affidavits were apparently 
perfected and sent to Washington for 
( h p purpose of orocuring patents to the 
lard. 


These acts are alleged to have tak- 


en place during the year 1901 and In-

The 
forgery Charges which will be inciden- 
tal in tie second case will become the 
major counts in this case. Mrs, Wat- 
sons's alleged complicity wa.s not so 
well known to the United States Dis- 
trict At:orney.
